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Many Native Alabama Vegetables, 


Fruits And Nuts Are Very Valuable

NATIVE fruits, nuts, 
and vegetables are be- 
ing collected from va- 
rious parts of Alabama 
and tested by the Ala- 
bama Agricultural Experiment 
Station to determine their merits 
in their present form and to de- 
termine their possible use in de- 
veloping better varieties of hor- 
ticultural crops for Alabama. 

The quantity of plant materials 
located and collected as the re- 
sult of a limited scouting pro- 
gram is proof that there is an 
abundance of such material avail- 
able. 

Relative merits of samples col- 
lected differed greatly. Some 
strains were found to be so poor 
in quality, yield, or general adap- 
tation that they are of little value 
in their present form and do not 
appear to be promising sources 
of plant breeding material. Other 
strains were found to be valuable 
in their present form because of 
quality, yield and general adap- 
tation. 


Vegetables 


. 


OST varieties of vegetables 
have been developed for 
sections other than the South. 
Such varieties are generally not 
capable of producing good yields 
of vegetables of high quality un- 
der weather conditions which oc- 
cur in the South. Furthermore, 
they do not possess enough im- 
munity, resistance or tolerance to 
important insects, diseases, and 
other pests so common in the sec- 
tion. Therefore, necessity has 
encouraged a few farmers to save 
vegetable seed from varieties that 
have done best and gradually 
over the year certain strains have 
become well adapted by the sur- 
vival of those most hardy to 
southern conditions. There are a 
considerable number of strains of 
vegetables in Alabama that have 
proved to be adapted to southern 
conditions and the Experiment 
Station is collecting and using 
them as foundation stock for de- 
veloping varieties. 
* * * 


OLE Beans: The Alabama Ex- 

periment Station has already 
made an important contribution 
in this field. Pole snap beans of 
good quality, that are resistant to 
root knot caused by nematodes 
and fruit well during the dry 
weather of summer and early 
fall, have been introduced, Other 
strains of pole snap beans well 
adapted to certain sections of the 
state are being tested and improv- 
ed. One white-seedeéed strain ap- 
pears promising as a green snap 
bean, green shelled bean, and as 
a dry shell bean for boiling or 
baking. 

Semi-vining strains of both wax 
and green podded snap beans 
have been collected and tested. 


Most of these strains are rather 
susceptible to mosaic, but they 
yield very well. They may be 
used as a substitute for pole va- 
rieties by those who consider the 
labor of staking important 
enough to accept a bean of some- 
what less quality that does not 
require staking. Strains of semi- 
vining habit are available with 
white and with various other seed 
colors. The white-seeded strain 
is popular with some growers be- 
cause it may be used for snap 
beans or for dry or baked beans.

UTTER Beans: Many native 


strains of butter beans of va- 
rious shapes, sizes and colors in- 


in their susceptibility to root 
troubles and that the extent and 
the nature of the development of 
the root system also vary great- 
ly. These differences determine 
the ability of a variety to succeed 
in a given locality. For example, 
the Conch and the Purple Hull 
(white-seeded) varieties and a 
local strain have deep penetrat- 
ing root systems that are not 
seriously injured by nematodes 
and root diseases. These usually 
live and fruit over a season long- 
er than the California Black Bye 
which has a very limited root sys- 
tem. Under favorable soil con- 
ditions, most of the Crowder va- 
rieties produce a well developed 
root system capable of supporting 
the plants over a long season, but 
heavy nematode infestation in- 
jures the root system to the ex- 
tent that many of the plants die 
before they attain fruiting age.

NIONS: Three strains of 

onions that withstand low 
temperature and store very well 
have been collected. Two of 
these are considered of value as 
dry onions for general use. Suc- 
cession plantings of the other, a 
multiplier type, will supply green 
onions for about 8 months of the 
year. It will.also supply small 
onions that may be dried and 
stored in common storage for 8 
to 10 months for flavoring pur- 
poses.

OWPEAS: Observations at 


Auburn show that the table 
varieties of cowpeas vary greatly 


A selected strain of the Lady va- 
riety produces peas almost twice 
as large as those commonly pro- 
duced by this variety. The new 
strain is so susceptible to nema- 
todes and southern blight (Scle- 
rotium rolfsii) that very few 
plants reach the fruit stage. This 
shows that it is useless to intro- 
duce a new variety of table cow- 
pea for general use in Alabama, 
regardless of the quality of the 
pea, unless the variety has a‘satis- 
factory root system for the local- 
ity in which it is to be grown.

ETTUCE: A reseeding, 
bronze, loose leaf, butter 
type of lettuce which has been 
selected is showing much promise 
as a winter-hardy lettuce. Dur- 
ing the 1943 February freeze 
plants of this strain survived 
where catalogued varieties were 
killed. This strain should be of 
considerable value to home gar- 
dens in Alabama, as standard 
varieties of lettuce require some 
winter protection, and most farm- 
ers do not attempt to protect let- 
tuce during the winter.

New Custard For 
United Nations 


Ne of the concentrated 
foods being prepared specif- 
ically to send to the United Na- 
tions is a special type of custard 
powder that has a delicious flavor 
and will keep long in all climates 
without becoming rancid or sour. 
The Food Distribution Admin- 
istration has just arranged for 
purchase of 856,000 pounds. 

The produce is a mixture of 
dried egg yolks, dried skim milk, 
vegetable shortening, artificial 
vanilla and salt, All that is need- 
ed to prepare the custard is to 
make a paste from 8 ounces of 
the powder and one-fourth pint 
of water; then add a pint and a 
half of water; and boil for two 
minutes. The results is a tasty 
pudding which is more than a 
dessert—with enough food value 
to sustain a person for many 
hours. 

Custard powder may not seem 
important to the average Ameri- 
can who thinks of it mainly in 
terms of custard pie and an easy- 
to-make dessert for Junior. In 
wartime, however, it takes on 
new importance, especially to un- 
dernourished nations which are 
finding it difficult, because of 
shipping, to get many foods re- 
quired for a well-balanced diet.

URNIPS: As catalogued va- 

rieties of fall planted turnips 
in the northern part of Alabama 
are not winter hardy, a variety 
that would develop an edible root 
well below the surface of the 
ground where it would not be 
ruined by freezing and a top 
hardy to freezes would be a valu- 
able addition to the home supply 
of vegetables during the winter 
months. Strains have been col- 
lected in two communities in 
North Alabama that have done 
well in these respects for many 
years. These are being tested 
and appear to have promise.

ATERMELONS: Most sec- 

tions of Alabama grow good 
local strains of red-fleshed water- 
melons, some of which date back 
as far as 1865. In addition to 
these red-fleshed selections, sev- 
eral types of orange-fleshed va- 
rieties have been collected and 
grown at Auburn. Hach of the 
orange-fleshed selections is of 
much better quality than any cat- 
alogued variety of orange-fleshed 
watermelon that has been tested 
at the Experiment Station. 


The Experiment Station does not pro- 
duce plants or seeds mentioned for sale.

“T ean’t see for looking, 
I once heard a woman say 
as she watched army planes 
flying in formation back in 
the days when we looked up 
not in dread, but in admira- 
tion. “I can’t see for look- 
ing.” 

There is a real danger of 
our doing just that today. 
Events of historic import- 
ance are happening so rap- 
idly that the mind is apt to 
lose its perspective and be- 
come so cluttered and con- 
fused that we “cannot see 
for looking.” 

We need to keep our 
mental balance and to see 
the events of today in their 
proper perspective to both 
the present and the future, 
We can see clearly if we

What is this code of free- 
dom? 

Freedom of speech and 
expression, everywhere in 
the world. The right to dis- 
agree vocally or on the 
printed page without fear 
of reprisals, of secret police 
or imprisonment without 
trial; the right to argue for 
or against a government 
policy provided we appeal 
only to orderly processes of 
law to change or alter goy- 
ernment. 

Freedom of religion—no 
restraint on the practice of 
any religious faith nor dis- 
crimination aganist any 
group because of religion; 
the right of the family to 
teach religion freely to 
youth, so that the next gen-

eration may grow in faith 
and wisdom. 
Freedom from want—a 


sharing of the riches of the 
world, not a selfish hoarding 
of them for one nation or 
group alone. Not an _ ill 
thought out and patronizing 
dole or charity, but a con- 
scientious attempt by all 
governments to make all 
citizens free from want, 
with no special favors shown 
to any group, whether they 
be workers or wealthy, 
members of the party in 
power or a small minority. 
And conversely it must be a 
system that will distinguish 


between the worker’ with 
hands or brain and the 
drone—a system that has 


the effect of leveling up and 
not dragging down, that en- 
courages industry and dis- 
tinguishes in its rewards be- 
tween the energetic and the 
lazy. 

Freedom from fear—fear 
of cruelty, intolerance, pre- 
judice, organized hatred— 
irreedom of fear of unex 
pected aggression and un- 
forseen man-made disasters 
—freedom to live and grow 
strong in security and peace. 

These are our guides to 
correct vision. We must not 
let exciting trifles blind us 
to realities, for on our clear 
perspective of the events of 
today rests the decision and 
the fate of tomorrow.

Meat Regulations Explained 
For Farmers 


Farmers generally are 
confused as to how Food 
Distribution Orders 26 and 


27 affect them. For this rea- 
son the agent, speaking for 
the Coffee County USDA 
War Board, gives additional 
information below. 

The two orders were nec- 
essary in an effort to control 
seale “black-market”’ 
operations. Both orders are 
designed so that all live- 
stock will move through le- 
ritimate channels, Both or- 
ders became effective April 
1, 1948, 

Food Distribution Order 
No. 27 is the slaughter reg- 
ulation. Farmers who 
slaughter exclusively for 
home consumption on their 
farms are not covered by 
this Order. Under terms of 
this Order, the person who 
owns the livestock at time 
of slaughter is considered 
the slaughterer. Thus a far- 
mer can sell on foot all the 
livestock he can raise. In 
selling livestock the farmer 
should keep records of sales 
and he should be sure that 
he is selling to a legitimate 
dealer or butcher. 

Farmers, however, who 
sell or transfer meat in any 
amount are required to have 
slaughter permits. Farmers 
Cannot Deliver Meat To 
Persons Who Maintain Sep- 
arate Households On Their 
Farms or Off Their Farms 
Without Collecting Ration- 
ing Points. Farmers who 
desire to transfer meat in 
any amount are advised to 
apply for a Farm Slaughter 
Permit. 

Food Distribution Order 
No. 26 is the dealer regula- 


tion. Farmers who regular- 
ly keep livestock on their 
farms more than 80 days 


are not required to obtain a 
permit to buy and sell live- 
stock, but are expected to 
keep records of sales and 
purcHases as an aid in 
stamping out ‘black - mar- 
ket”? operatioons.

PETER AND JOHN IN 
GETHSEMANE 

LESSON TEXT — Matthew 
John 18:10-12, 

GOLDEN TEXT-—Watch and pray, that 
ye enter not into temptation.—Matthew 
26:41, 


26:36-46; 


The morning of that great day 
when atonement was made for the 
sins of all the world was nearly at 
hand, In the darkness of the night, 
following the institution of the Lord's 
Supper, and the words and prayer of 
our Lord (John 15-17), He and His 
disciples came to the Garden of 
Gethsernane, Taking three of His 
disciples He went deeper into the 
shadows to pour out before the Fa- 
ther His soul, “exceeding sorrowful 
even unto death.” 

It is a sacred scene, and we feel 
a sense of awe and reverence as 
we approach it, feeling that we too 
would prefer to tarry outside the 
garden, did we not feel that we 
should try to understand a little bet- 
ter what took place that night. 

We are specially concerned with 
Peter and John, who with James 
shared our Lord's sorrow up to a 
point, and then so sadly failed Him. 

We note that they had a 

I. High Privilege (Matt, 26:36-38). 

To be asked by Christ to stand by 
in this crucial hour was to be en- 
trusted with one of the greatest 
privileges a man could ever know. 
As there swept over His holy soul 
a great tidal wave of sorrow unto 
death, He wanted and needed their 
fellowship. As Dr. Maclaren puts it, 
He ‘grazed the very edge"’ of hu- 
man endurance. ‘Out of the dark- 
ness He reaches a hand to feel the 
grasp of a friend, and piteously asks 
these humble lovers to stay beside 
Him; not that they could help Him 
bear the weight, but that their pres- 
ence had some solace in it. His ag- 
ony .. . they could not bear with 
Him, but they could watch with 
Him, and that poor comfort is all He 
asked." 

Undoubtedly they intended to do 
it. Jesus bore witness that their 
spirit was willing (y. 41), but in spite 
of that, and all the boasting of Pe- 
ter at the table that he would never 
desert Him, they failed Him in His 
hour of need. It was 

II. Sad Weakness (vv. 39-46). 

Our Lord's prayer showed great 
faith in God the Father, the terrific 
recoil of His soul against being 
blackened with the burden of sin, 
and a complete surrender to the Fa- 
ther’s will. Here was true denial of 
self and submission to God, but it 
was nonetheless an appalling expe- 
rience for our sinless Lord. So He 
went back for fellowship with His 
three trusted friends—and they were 
asleep. 

Jesus recognized that the weak- 
ness of the flesh caused them to for- 
get and slumber. We may profit by 
a little closer scrutiny of the scene, 
Was it just a physical tiredness? 
That doubtless entered in, but was 
not Jesus even more tired than they 
could possibly be? Was it not rather 
the weakness of indifference? They 
did not yet fully believe that their 
Lord was about to die. That was 
why they were quickly scattered in 
unbelief when He did die. This mat- 
ter was not so serious in their sight, 
so it was not difficult to yield to the 


‘tired body and the deep, quiet dark- 


ness, and fall asleep, 

We are in much the same posi- 
tion. Danger—grave, spiritual dan- 
ger—threatens our souls, our fami- 
lies, our nation. We who call our- 
selves Christians have declared our 
readiness to stay awake and alert. 
But we have become at home in 
this world, the enemy soothes us 
with the assurance that all is well, 
time goes on and nothing too seri- 
ous happens. So, we go to sleep 
right in the midst of danger, and 
sleep on even though the Master 
awakens us again and again. 

But now the scene changes. The 
mob has come to take Christ, and 
then the sleepy Peter, now much 
awake, indulges in 

Wil, Foolish Courage (John 18:10- 
12). 

The act of Peter was courageous, 
even to the point of recklessness. 
What chance had he against a great 
armed multitude? It was the natural 
impulse of a loving heart, but it was 
Misguided and foolish. 

What did he think to accomplish— 
to deliver Jesus from those who 
would crucify Him? That would have 
meant no death on the cross and no 
redemption. The hour for the offer- 
ing up of the Son of Man as Saviour 
had come. Peter might have learned 
that with our Lord in the garden, 
but then he was asleep. Christ who 
had hitherto walked right through 
the crowd of enemies (Luke 4:30), 
now submitted. In the dark hours 
of the night He had been prepared to 
drink this bitter cup (v. 11). 

We need to learn from this expe- 
rience of Peter's lest we make the 
Same mistake. There are all too 
many in the Church who are asleep 
as far as its spiritual struggles and 
opportunities are concerned, who 
are eager to wield a reckless sword 
in outward conflict. In their folly 
and ignorance they do more harm 
than good, and yet they think they 
are working for Christ,
